(Gen. ii. 21) St. Paul says to the Corinthians, ^ I have 
espoused you to one husband, that I may present you a 
chaste virgin to Christ/' (2 Cor. xi. S). And to the Ephe- 
sian5-T-'< We are members of His body, of His flesh, and of 
His bones/' (Eph. v. 30, 31). Adam called his wife's name 
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A.C. 
St. Paal styles Adam the figure of Him 

that was to come, (Rom. v. 14). He was 
so in his creation — as the same apostle 
declares, (1 Cor. xv. 45). '' The first 
Adam was made a living soul, the last Adam 
was made a quickening Spirit." Again — 
Adam was the head oi the first covenant, 
Christ of the second. Adam conveys and 
communicates sin and death, bat Christ 
righteousness and life, by the resurrection 
of the dead — For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive, (1 Cor.

ful ordimuiee of circnmcisicMi ; difflnissii^ 
Ishmael^md sacrificing his only son Isaac. 
Theie is not^ in all history, sacred or pro- 
fane, % higher instance of obedience, ttian 
in Abraham, exceptli^ cmly Jesns Christ, 
who was' obedient to Jus Father's will in 
all things, eyen^ nnto death itself (Job. 

180- As God tried 
Abraham in his son Isaac, so will he try 
every son of Abraham in what is dearest 
to him.

The first great point of likeness is, Mo- 
ses was a lawgiver and the mediator of 
a covenant between God and man (6al.

Moses and Christ are the only persons 
recorded in Sacred History, who had an 
immediate commanication with the Al- 
mighty. Other Prophets had revelations 
in dreams and visions; hot Moses talked 
with God face to face. This glorious 
privilege distinguishes him from all the 
Prophets of the Old Testament, and the 
Saints of the New. Moses fled from his 
country to escape the hands of the king ; 
so did Christ, when his parents carried him 
into JEgypt. Afterwards, the Lord said to 
Moses in Midian, Go, return into JEgypt: 
for all the men are dead which sought thy 
life (Exod. iv. 19.). So the angel of the

(Numb. xi. 9. Joh. iii. 14.). 

Moses instituted the Passover, when 
a Iamb was sa^lBced, none of whose 
bones were to be broken, and whose 
blood protected the^ peojple from destnicK 
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tion ; CMst was himseif ^at very Pas- 
chal Lamb. Therewaam Moset^an ad* 
mirable muLtnre of meekness and zeal* 
He was vtrjf miek, above all the men which 
were upon the /dee of the earth (Nmnb. xii. 
3.)^ and yet he bnitis with a holy indigna- 
tion when the majesty of the Lord of 
Hosts is profaned, as in the case of the 
golden calf, on which occasion we read 
that his aiy(er waxed hot, and he cast the 
tables ottt of his. hands, and brake them be^ 
neath the meunt (Numb, xxxii. 19.)> 
Bd Christ says of himself. Learn of me, for 
I am , meek and lowly of heart (Matt. xi. 
29.). Yet with zealons ai^r he drove 
the buyers and sellers from tiie temple. 
7his traiisaction is reliited by all the 
!ETangelists. St. jr<rim, who records* it 
(<;ap. ii. V. 14, &c.), atlds : and his disci- 
pies remembered that it was written, the zeal 
4(f thine house hath eaten me up. These are 
the words of David (Ps. IxiiL. 9.), speak- 
ing in the pelrson of tbe Messiah^ and

The people couUl noit enter mto the 
land of piomtse dO Mogeif was dead ; by 
the deadi of Chriat ^ Hbe kingdom of hea- 
ven, the spiiitaal Canaan, was op«B^ to 
all trae believere/ 

As Moses a little bclbre his death pro* 
mised the people that God would raise 
them np a Prophet like nnto him; so 
Christ, taMng leave of his afflicted dis- 
ciples, told them, * I will not leave jon 
comfortless ; I will pray flie Father, and ' 
he shall give yon aaoAer Comfoiter/ 

Moses, after Ms deadi andbmrial, rose 
again, and ascended into teaven; tiiis 
may be gatlMed from Matt. xvii. where 
he is represented as appearing and talking 
with Christ at his transfignration, togethei" 
with Elias. 

Let ns search all the records of univer- 
sal history, and see if we ctti find a per- 
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son 80 like to Moses as H?as Christ, and 
so like to Christ as was Moses. If no 
such is to be fooiid, as undoubtedly there 
is not, then have we found him of whom 
Moses in the law and the Prophets €Ud 
write, * Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of 
God' ' (Job. i. 45.). 

The deeds and conquests of Joshua the 
son of Nun— destruction of Jericho— of 
the 81 kings of the Canaanites — the stand- 
ing jitill of the sun and moon, &c. &c. from 
A. C. 1450 to . . - - 1427 

it is ^probable that the fiction of the 
«arth losing one day's solar light in con- 
sequence of Phaeton mii^^iding the cha- 
riot of the sun, originated in an imperfect 
tradition of this miracle (Josh. x. 13.) :

The promised land was divided among 
the twelve Tril^es^ eighteen years before the 
death of Joshua (see the book of Joshus^ 
chap, xiii— xvii.). After the deatb^ of 
Joshua, the Israelites were governed by 
Uie princes of the people, one of whom 
was placed over each separate trit^e, 

Joshua was in several respects a typei of, . 
Christ. The Hebrew names of both ar^ 
the same; and in two pass^gQs of. pie 
New Testament, Joshua is called JesoS; ^ 
(Acts, vii.4d. Heb. iv. 8.), that is, Sw vtour. 
The one saved the people. of God from. , 
temporal, the other came to rede^ all ^ 
mankind from spiritual, enemies. 

We read of tiiree miracles wrought by 
Joshua. 1. He divided Jdrdan: so

SamsoB was in several inqpHMrteett re- 
spects a tgpe of Christ, mmSkUnxat Miwkkt 
(yrm Sbmk^sh, vAenoe Sekimesehon, a lit^ 
tie Sun, or SoHnsony of rigfateoiifliie86(Mal. 
iv. 2.)- 

His birtb^ like fliat of dor Messed Be« 
dcemer and of Isaasc, had in it something 
miraculoos, and Ifte theirs, was foretoM 
by an angel-^and^ Mke that of Christ, ^ 
confirm^ by a sign (Jud; xih. 20. Luk. i. 
36, 42.). They were likewise both Na^a-

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rites from their birth. Samson, according 
to the Nasarites (Numb. vi. 2.), Christ, 
by special sanctity, folfiUii^; that type — 
that holy thing that shall be bom of thee 
(Lok. i. 85.), as also by the place of his . 
residence, being bom indeed at Bethle* 
ham, bat bred at Nazareth (Matt. ii. 1, 5, 
23.), and flienoe qalled a Nazarene or 
NaUriie. 

There is also an analogy or resemblance 
between Christ and Samson in soibe spe- 
cial actions of their lives— <)hiefly in their 
strength and victmes over their enemies: 
especially in this circumstance, that 
Samson wrought his. glorious deeds ahne 
by his own personal strength, his coun- 
trymen would not stand by him (Jnd. xv. 
10, 11, 12.). So Christ trod the wine- 
press alone, when all the disciples forsook 
him and fled (Matt. xxvi. 56.). 

Samson slew a thousand men with the 

jaw-bone of an ass ; a very weak and 

unlikely instrument with which to effect 

ich a work of destruction ; yet by the 
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spirit and aid of God it is made available 
to its deadly purpose. So does tfie^ 
power of Ciirist's spirit operate to render 
the preaching of His I10I7 word by human 
instruments effectual to the great purposes 
for which it was designed, overtiu^wing 
the dominion and spiritual tyranny of 
Satan, and turning the hearts of the dis&be* 
dient to the wisdom qf the just. 

A farther anahvgy between Christ smd 
Samson, is to be foimd in their sufferings 
and death. 

They were both sold for money, under 
pretence o£ love, apprehended by their 
enemies, led aWay bound, brought fortti at 
a great feadt, blinded, treated i^ith igno* 
miuy and scorn, fastened to a pillar, 
offered themselves willingly to death, died 
amongst wicked men, and thereby de- 
stroyed the pow^ of the enemies of God: 
and of Christ. It is particularly said of 
Saiason, that Ae slew more at his dmththatii 
in his life(Jnd* xvi. 30.);

The kingdom is taken from Saul^ who^ 
after a veign of forty years, is saoceeded 
by David (1 Sam. vi.—viii.) - - 1855 

David was a striking . type of Christ 
during his whole reign. 

By two of the Prophets, Christ is called 
by the name of the Monarch of Israel. 
(Hos. iii. 5.) Afiettmrd shall the children 
of Israel return, cmd' seek the Lord and 
David their King ; and shall Jear the Lord 
and his goodness in the latter days, (Ezek. 
xxxiv. 23.) And I will set up one shep- 
herd over them, and he shall feed them, 
even my servant David ; ht shall feed them^ 
and he shall be their shepherd. David 
was taken from the sheepfolds to be King 
of Israel (1 Sam. xvii. 15, &c.)^ So 
Christ is called the Shepherd and Bishop 
of our souls (1 Pet ii. 25.). 

David was eminent for holiness; a man 
who followed God with all his heart (I Kings^ 
xiv. 80* So was Christ, onr great High 
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Priest) hol^f harmless and undefiUd, teparatt 
from sinners (Heb. vii. 26.). David, 
speaking of himself^ says^ that thy beloved 
may be delivered, save with thy right hand, 
and hear me (Ps. Ix. 5.). So the voice 
from Heaven testifies of our blessed Savi* 
ovLiythis is my beloved Sony in whom I am well 
f leased (Matt. iii. 17.)- David had many 
enemies, both open and secret — Saul, 
Doeg, and Achitophel, treacherous dealers^ 
types of Judas; and for open professed 
enemies, the Philistines and the Am- 
monites, &€. (2 Sam. viii. x. 6.) So had 
Christ the Scribes and Pharisees, the 
Jews, the Romans, Men and Devils for 
His enemies : and as David was engaged 
in war during almost the whole of his 
reign, so was Christ continually opposed 
and vexed by the contradictiofi of sin- 
ners. 

David's kingdom had but small and 
weak beginnings. First a shepherd, then 
an officer in Saul's army, then ^ exile 
with a few followers, afterwards king over 
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JTudah and Benjamin at Hebron, lastly 
king over all Israel at Jerusalem. So 
the kingdom of Christ grows fnun an ining- 
nificant origin. It is therefore in fhe Gros- 
pel of St. Matthew compared by himself 
to a grain ofmuitanL'Seed, which a man took 
and sowed in hispid, which indeed is the 
least of all seeds, hit when it is grown, it U 
the greatest among herbs, and becometh a tree, 
and the fowls of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof (M^tL xiii. 31.). 

And as David in the end triumphed over 
allhisenemies»as}ie slewtfaebear, the lion, 
and the giant Goliah (I Sam. xvii.)» and^ 
conquered all his adversaries round about 
(see 2 Sam. viii. 12> 14.), as Saul and bis 
bloody house were rooted out before him ; 
so has the Great Captain of our Salvation 
triumphed over many of his most invete- 
rate foesy planting the banner of the 
Cross in regions of heathenism and infi- 
delity; and we are certainly assured that he 
will at length subdue all those who at 
first said, we will not have this man to reign. 
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over us; and that he will become King of 
Kings and Lord of Lords. 
Solomon^ son of David^ anointed king ]Dt5 

finishes the first Temple - 1005 

Before this time, the Jews worshipped 
Gpdin Mizpei; or Maspha (^e Judges^ 
XX. 1, &c.). 

Solomon finishes the bnilding of his 
palace, which» with the Temple, employed 
him twenty years ... 9ft2 

The reign of Solomon was by far the 
most brilliaiit period of the Jewish his- 
tory. He reigned over all the kings from 
the river Euphrates to the border of 
^gypt. He had almost incredible pos^ 
sessions — ^forty thousand stalls of horses 
for his chariots, and ten thousand horse- 
men. The Arabians look upon him as a 
magician, and attribute supernatural in- 
fluence to his ring and seal. 

^ Josephus assures us, that Solomon 
composed books of enchantments, and 
several manners of exorcisms. Ori-' 
^en speaks of the conjurations used by the 
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Jews in his time, to expel devils, by wri- 
tings which they pretended to have fe** 
ceived from Solomon. The Orientals 
think he had the secret of tying np or 
chaining demons, and of coounanding 
them. The Greeks quote several works 
under his name, as. The Instruction ofSulth- 
mon to ha§ son SUhoboam^ The Testament 
of Solon^an, The Book of Magic, and. 
many others. Some impute to Solomon 
the Book of Job. The Orimtals pretend 
that he was not only king of the Jews, 
and of the ne^bonring nations, but also 
universal monarch of the earth. His 
vizier or prime nunist^ was Asaph, to. 
whom David addresses several Psalfiis. 
And not only all the men of the world, but 
also goo4 and evil spirits, birds^ and even 
winds, Y[ete under bis direction' (Cal* 
met— Dictionary of the Bible* Article 
Solomon). 

The Scripture history of the reigns of 
David and Solomon isincluded inthediap- 
ters between 1 Sam. xvi., and 1 Kings, xi. 
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Solomon may be considered as a type 
of Christ; 1. In bis^ very name^ M^bieh 
signified peaceaUe. 

3. In his personal wisdom (I Kings^ 
iy. 29, a».). So tbe Aposlle says of 
Christ (CiA. ii. S.), in- him are HM all Iht 
treasures' of msdam. and knowledge. 

3. In the glorious' peace and prosperity 
of his kingdom, which plainly typified the 
dominion of the Prince of Peace, under 
whom the smords wefe to be beaten inio 
plough-shares, and the spears into pruning-' 
hooks ; when nation should not rise against 
nation,neither should they learn war anymore. 
Rehoboam, son of Solomon, begins to 
reign . - - . . ggo 

The ten tribes revolt from Rehoboam, 
in consequence of his refusal to obey the 
old men's counsel, and choose JFerobouft, 
the son of Nebat, king (1 Kings> xii»), 975 
who sets np two golden calves, the one 
at Bethel and tbe other at Ban, the ex- 
tremities^ his kingdom, inorder to pre- 
vent his subjects ftom going to JTerasalem 
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to worship. 13ie ten tribes under Jero- 
boam cbuse Samaria for their chief dty, 
while Jerasalem is the metropdis of 
Judea. 

N. B. There must have been a city of 
this name prior to that built by Omri, 
king of Israel, who began to reign A. C. 
929. ' He bought the hill Samaria of ' 
Shemer or Someron, for two talents of 
sUver (£6840* It took the name of Sa- 
maria from Shemer ; though some think 
there were already some beginnings of a 
city ; becaoee, before the reign of Omri, 975 
mention is made of Samaria (1 Kings, ^ 
xiii. 32.)« Othel^ take this for a pro- 
lepsis, or anticipation, in the discourse of 
the man of God, who speaks of Samaria 
under the re^;n of Jeroboam' (Caknet. 
Art. Sanmrm). ^ 

At this period oommenoes the sq>ara- 
tion of the kingdom of Jndah, which con*- 
sisted of the foithful tribes Judah and 
Benjamin, from that of Israel, which was 
composed of the ten rebeUions tribes. 
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The kings of Judah were all descen- 
dants of Rehoboam^ and therefore of 
David^ as God bad promised bim (2 Ssun. 
vii. 12.). We learn from 1 Kings^ xiv. 
30.J that there were wars between Rebo- 
beam and Jeroboam continually. 

Sesac^ king of ^gypt, takes Jerusalem 
and carries off the treasures of the Temple 
and Palace (1 Kings^ xiv.) * - 975 

N. R. Some Chronologers place Sesos-' 
tris 1400 years before Christ. Sir Isaac 
Newton, in his Chronology of Ancient King-^ 
damt amended, places the invasion of Sesac 
in the year A. C. 967. Rlair places 
Sesostris in 1485 A. C, and gives to his 
reign a period of 68 years. 

It has been imagined that Sesostris 
was the Sesac or Shishack of Scripture : 
Calxuet however (Art. <Se«as/m)endeavoui:s 
to 'refute this idea, which he considers 
to l>e founded on a slight mention by 
Herodotus of the conquests of Sesostris 
in Palestine.

The testimony of Persius, mentioned above, 
seems to point oat Herod the Grtat as 
being ihe person ; since he appeared at 
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a time when all the world were in expecta- 
tion of Oe Messiah. He was powerfol, 
bmve, and warlike. He is moreover said 
to have caused the genealogical memoirs 
of the house of David to be bornt^ in or- 
der to prevent its being proved from them 
tiiat he was notof that family^ 6om which 
it was weU known that the Messiah was 
to spring. 

What flieir particular doctrines were, 
distinct from those of the Pharisees and 
Sadducees^cannotbe exactly ascertained;

The prediction of Hosea (iii.,4.), that the chil- 
dren of Israel shall abide many days without 
a king, and without a prince, and tmthout a 
sacrifice, and without an image, and without 
an ephod, and without teraphim, still con- 
tinnes to receive its completion^ which 
was first proved to be the sure word of 

' prophecy, by the utter extinction, of the 
civil and religious polity of the Jews^ 
which followed the destruction of Jeru- 
salem. It is calculated^ upon the autho- 
rity of Josephus, that 1,800,000 Jews 
perished in the whole course of this war 
of extermination. Eleven hundred thou- 
sand are computed to have been slain 
in the siege alone, ninety-seven thousand 
were made prisoners of war, and vast

numbers were sent into iEgypi to work 

as slaves, or distribated in Uie neighbor- 
ing proTinces to fight with beasts for the 
diversimi of the people. 
In the coarse of this dreadful and memora- 
ble si^^j^diidbiis detailed at great length 
by Josephus (dcf BelL Jud, ii.)> and by 
C^vier (Bonou Emp. toL vi. b. xTi.)> se- 
veral remarkable prophecies were M- 
fiHed> besides that of Hosea, especially 
the wonderfully minute prophetical de- 
scription ddiveied j by Moses, in the 28th 
chapter of Deuteromxny, 1460 years 
prior to the events which it details ; and 
that Of our blessed Saviour (Blatt. xxiv. 
Mark xiii. Luke xxi.).
